announcement was 
made here. The exact nature of the 
failure ie not yet known, and no defi­ 
nite figures have been given out. It ie 
announced, however, that Colonel Guf­ 
fey's liabilities are less than 97,000,* 
OOO, and that his 
asssts are easily 
worth $17,000,000. 


Could Net Realise on Assets. 


Inability to realise on hie assets, 
which consist largely of coal lands in 
W est Virginia, Is said to be the rea­ 
son for Colonel Guffey's embarrass­ 
ment. 
John 
M. Onley, one of Mr. 
Quffey's creditors, and a former busi­ 
ness partner, went into common pleas 
court, No. 4, and asked for a receiver 
for the oil and coal king. 
John 9 
W illard, of Pittsburg, was 
appointed receiver and was placed un­ 
der $100,000 bond. 
i 
Colonel Guffey issued a statement 
expressing regret that it bad become 
necessary that his affairs be placed In 
the hands of a receiver, but that It 
would afford protection to himself as 
wsll as to all of his creditors. 
“ My assets are mort; than double 
the amount of my obligations, and I 
do not expect the receivership to con­ 
tinue for any great length of time," 
said Mr. Guffey. 


Big Owner of Coal Land. 


It is set forth in the receivership 
papers that Guffey is perhaps the larg­ 
est holder of W est Virginia coal lands 
in the country, his unsold holdings in 
that state alone being 136.7GO acres. 
About three years since..or previous 
to the panic, Colonel Guffey invested 
heavily in coal lands there, and it la 
thought that this has in the main been 
responsible for bis financial troubles. 
This property is said to be worth at 
least $15,000,000. containing about 2.- 
000.000,000 tons of coal, and at the 
Guffey offices it was estimated that a 
profit of but I per cent a ton on this 
coking coal would total a profit of $20,- 
000,000 to the Guffey interest*. 
The receivership bill filed alleges 
that Colonel Guffey has not the ready 
money with which to meet the claims 
of some creditors who have threatened 
to sell his collateral. These creditor* 
are understood to he banks ha Pitts­ 
burg. Philadelphia and other parts of 
Pennsylvania 
The receivership was found neces- 
sarq to prevent a secriflce of this col­ 
lateral. 
The order of the court re­ 
strains all creditors from disposing of 
any of the collateral securities or oth­ 
er assets of Colonel Guffey pending 
further order of the court.

Heard Woman'* Pleas and Screams 
For Mercy. 
London. July 16.—The first account

Brooklyn, was obtained through the 
efforts of Scotland Yard detectives. 
While the police in New York and 
other A m erhan ports w ere searching 
every incoming steam ship for Dr. Crip­ 
pen. who is suspected of t 
murder, 
Scotland Yard was busy ti mg to "re­ 
construct” the crime. In I - 
they re­ 
c e iv e d important aid from a woman 
keeping a small shop neat 39 Hilldrop 
Crescent, North london. 
It was here that the Cr.ppens re­ 
sided. 
It was here, in the cellar that 
the battered body, believed to be that 
of the m u sic hail actress, was found, 
buried in quick lime. 
And it was iu 
this cellar that the murder was com­ 
mitted. if the account obtained from 
the neighbor ia correct. 
S in c e the discovery of the body on 
Wednesday night and the disappear- 
an< e of Dr Crippen and his typist. 
Miss Ethel Clare Leneve. th e Scot­ 
land 
Yard detectives have inquired 
diligently among those living iu the 
vicinity of the Crippen home for so m e 
information that would throw light on 
the domestic habits and relations of 
the American doctor aud his actress 
wife 
Nothing helpful was learned until 
the proprietress of a small shop at the 
rear of the Crippen home told of h ear­ 
ing a woman s screams and pleas for 
mercy. These weird and awful sounds 
seemed to come from the cellar In 
which the burned and mutilated body 
wa* later found. 
Mrs. Crippen disappeared In Febru­ 
ary last. 
it was four or Ave months 
ago when the screams were beard, the 
woman said. 
Her shop overlooks a 
little 
garden 
back of 
the Crippeu 
home 
"I had often heard revolver practice 
in the garden.'* said the shopkeeper 
“One nigh! about four or tfW months 
ago. I cannot place the time more ex­ 
actly. I wa* awakened by a woman's 
cries. 
It was midnight. The scream s 
appeared to com e from Dr. Crippen a 
house. 
"I listened aud heard a woman's 
voice pleading 
" I Aunt, oh d o n 't!” To 
uie it seemed that the cries were from 
a woman in the basement of the house 
occupied by Dr. and Mrs. Crippeu. 
"A* nothing 
developed further 
I 
soon forgot the occurrence and did 
not recall It until I learned of the 
tragic discovery.” 
This account of a fierce struggle for 
life was borne out apparently by the 
finding, also In the cellar where the 
body was unearthed, of a revolver. 
This discovery gave rise to the theory 
that Mrs. Crippeu. the vaudeville art­ 
ist. had been shot before the body 
was battered into an unrecognizazle 
mass and buried In quicklime. 
T he woman s narative and the find 
tng of the revolver are considered by 
the police as most significant and as 
dovetailing exactly.
